When the vreat civil war that endured 
four years, ended at length by the ex- 
haustion of the weaker combatant, It 
was patural to expect that isolated acts 
of violence would occur at intervals, 1p 
a-country that had been convulsed, so 
ravaged, so hideously defaced by the 
savage brutalities of war. | 

for everywhere there had been divi- 
sions of opinion among, the people. 
Rome everywhere, in some localities 
many, had adhered pertinaciously to the 
perseeuted ‘and persecuting in 
turn.. In Western Arkansas, for exam- 
ple, soon after the secession of the State, 
Union men were so harshly treated, 
being deemed dangerous because * dis- 
loyal to.the South,” that they had to 
leave their houses, and were, perhaps, 
in some cases subjected to personal in- 
dignities. It was but a little while be- 
fore these men banded together, and 
sought revenge. <A fatherofa family, 
aun old and respectable man, and who 
had always been a kind neighbor and a 
good citizen, was called to his door one 
mornipg and shot down upen his door- 
step, under the eyes of his young daugh- 
ter, by Union men who had been harshly 
treated by a county committee. 

It was not long before bands of desper- 
ate men were roamivg the country ip 
every direction, especially in (he moun 
tainous region. There were indepead- 
ent companies in Southwestern Arkan- 
sae, Claiming to be Confederates, who 
went about hanging and shooting ‘ dis- 
loyal’ men, and refusing to noite with 
the regular forces, though often ordered 
to doso. On the other side bandsof free- 
twoters hunted Confederates, robbing all, 
end murdering the boy of tifteen and 
the old man of eighty alike, and roast- 
jog the feet of more than one woman, to 
‘compel her to disclose where she had 
hidden money, to such an extent that 
they had to be amputated. 


val of hell and Saturnalia of atrocity }on each side respected 


that reigned in half Missouri and half 
Arkansas for two years, are indescrila- 
ble and almost inconceivable. The 
whole, looked back upon, seems but a 
hidecus dream. 

To add to these horrors, bands of men 
were sent in every direction to hunt up 
deserters from the Confederate arniies, 
and reluctant conscripts, hidden in the 
eWawps and moubtains ; so that abun- 

dant batreds grew up among those who 

were not Union men. 

The mode in which the war was con- 
dueted by the enemy, added to the ex- 
asperation and intensified the bitter hate 
felt by the Soutbrons for the Union-men 
whom they deemed traitors to the cause 
of State rights and Independence, in 
which they had themselves imperilled 
every thing. . When Federal 
nuthorities refused to acknowledge 
these in arms against their Govern- 
gneut as belligereuts, avd tried pri- 
vateersmien for piracy, and refused to 
exehange prisoners, they of course en- 
couraged their soldiery to disregard all 
the humanities of war. This men are, 
unfortunately, always too ready to do, 
even without encouragement. Ju- 
structed that we were rebels and trait- 
ore—tatght so, not only by their Gov- 
erpment and many of their -Generals, 
aud most of the subalterns,—but still 
more emphatically exhorted to show no 
mercy, but tosmite andelay and rob with- 
out remorse, by the Northern pulpit, a 
portion of which has ever-since been en- 
listed in the service of the Devil of 
(‘ruelty, Hate and Revenge, the North- 
ern soldiery re-enacted all the atrocities 
of the Hune and Tartars; and even Ma- 
eons refused to know as Masons those 
who were in arms against the Northern 
States.

When we surrendered, we were willing 
to bury out of sight all the sad and al! 
the horrible remembrances of the war. 
We retained no malice. We held out 
the right hand of fellowship to all who 
served awaiust us, except those who 
had disgraced their unifornis, and to 
whom the Clubs or Messes of officers 
never ought toopen. No one was bound 
iw recognize HAYNAU as a gentleman. 
We could not respect the thief, the liar 
avd the tyrant. 

But we covld respect and did respect 
the true soldier, the gentleman, who did 
not forget those honorable instinets and 
manly principles, Ghat :lways di-tin 


guished the officers of the old 
urmy. No States have given to 
the service. of the country, 
from the first moments of its struggle 


for indepeudence, more generous and 
gallant gentlemen, than those of New 
ugland; and toward these and al) 
others worthy the name of officers and 
gentieman, there was not a lingering 
spark of animosity on the part of Ler, 
and Jouwnson, and BEAUREGARD, and 
«thers like them, when the war closed. 
We had fought for our idea, and when 
defeated, we were willing to bury 
ell animosities and batreds, and long 
jogs for revenge, in the pits and trenches 
that keld the bones of our dead. 

We respected, also, all honest and 
henorable Union men, who had held to 
their faith and accepted the conse 
quences. We despised the Apostates and 
renegades who, after being clamorous 
for Boutbern rights, when of us

faithful to the South—some of them 


from us, and are now loyalists par ex- 
céellence. These done dog's work, 
and ought to receive dog’s pay. 

We, also, had something to forget, and 
if we could, to forgive; nor we ouly, but 
many, a multitude whom bo man can 
number. When one who was very tear 


and very dear to us, a son exulting iu 


the pride of his young manhood, a gene 
rous, gallant boy, with the aspirations 
towards excellence and honor of an eagle 
siming atthe sun, had fallen, fainting 
with loas of blood and the pain of a shat- 
tered arm, on a prairie in Missouri, the 
soldiery of the United States returned to 
rob him as he lay senseless, plundere: 
him of his ring, the gift of his mother, 
and the watch, the gift of his father, and 
then, seeing that he still stirred, shot 
him in the chest and abdomen with their 
revolvers, and were not humane enough 
to end his agonies, but lett him there, ia 
the blazing sunlight, to languish and die. 
While those who loved him were merci- 
iully uneanscious of his agonies, he 
crawled hundreds of yards on his Hands 
and knees, thirsting unto death in the 
hot sunshine, to reach the shade of a 
fence that ran across the prairie, and 
there he lay until night came with its 
pitying stars, and while the slow, long 
hours crept by, until near midnight, 
when his comrades, searching for him, 
found him hovering on the briuk of eter- 
nity, and bore him tenderly to a hovel, 
to die. J/is mortal remains, commit- 
ted to the earth by his comrades, in the 
middle of an uncultivated prairie, sanc- 
tify the soil of a State, to aid in 
achieving whose independence he gave up 
his young life, his young love, and al! 
the hopes of a useful and honorable 
future;sno monumental stone marks the 
lonely spot where //s dust reposes. Tbe 
wolves may have dragged his body from 
ite last resting place, or human wolves in 
uniform may have dug it up ia the hope 
of finding upon it trinkets, the gifts and 
pledges of affection, for which their 
wives and sisters in the North have im- 
portuned them. He sleeps there in the 
prairie, and the stars look kindly on his 
grave, and the grass grows over if, and 
the soft winds sigh, or the eold bleat raves 
across it; While, indiscriminately with 
the bones of true heroes who fouwlt for

There is no ibility of a compromise 
between the Turk and the Greek. Four 
centuries of ruthless tyranny, with fre- 
quent massacres of unequaled ferocity, 
have engendered aspirit of hatred which 
will rest satisfied with nothing short of 
the overthrow of the Turkish authority. 
Memories of Coustantinople, of Ipsara 
and of Scio, forbid the voluntary sub- 
mission of the Christian to Mohamme- 
dan rule. Your younger readers may 
vot be familiar with these events, whieh 
shocked all Christendom a generation 
uso. Let merefer toone only of these 

Scio, in Is22, contained an educated, 
refined and wealthy population, which 
was estimated at one hundred thousand 
souls. The peasantry rose to aid their 
compatriots in Greece, who were then 
engaged in that long struggle which re- 
sulted in the establishment of the king- 
dom of Greece. When the pasha heard 
of this rebellion he landed an army of 
fifteen thousand men in the island, and 
began «a work of universal slaughter. 
Neither the beauty of women nor the 
innocence of childhcod escaped. Tender 
maidens and helpless children were tor- 
tured by the thousand; other thousands 
were sold into slavery. It is estimated 
that forty thousand persous were slain. 
‘The population of the island after the 
massacre Was ouly sixteen thousand 
souls, 

This is one of the innumerable list of 
outrages, equal in cruelty, altheugh not 
in extent, toany which the history of 
the Turks and Greeks abounds. Besides, 
tie Turk never changes. He isthesame 
crvel and remorseless tyrant to-day that 
he was when he first entered Europe. 
He is intolerant of the Christian. Noth- 
ing but fear can induce him to ‘yong 
to his Christian subjects; and there is 
no faith to be placed in his pledges. 
liecatombs of Greek martyrs have testi- 
fied to this unilattering. picture of the 
Tark. 

It isnot so with the Greek. Those 
Turks who remained in Greece after the 
overthrow of the mesiem rule, have 
neither been molested in their persous 
gor plundered. There is complete reli- 
vious toleration in Greece. No church 
rates, no tithes, no taxes whatever are 
levied for the support of any sect or 
ereed, Official honors are open alike to 
the Jew, the Christian and the Moham- 
medan. Jt speaks well forthe Creek 
iiiat a Turk was recently eleeted dimarck 
or mayor of @ Village in Fubwa, 

PRESENT CONDITION. | 

Greece has been an independent king- 
dom for thirty-six years. When the 
Turk left her classic shores, she ha 
fought him for seven long years. The 
warfare was conducted with extreme 
brutality. The land was adeser:. No 
part of it had escaped the desolating 
vengeance of the Moslem fanaticism. 

An empty exchequer and a desert, 
such was the dowry of young Creece, 
What has she done with them? The 
tories who, with Wellington, regarded 
the great sea battle, which destroyed the 
Turkish fleet, 9s an ‘“‘untoward event,”’ 
have often deciared that sije has failed 
to fulfill the expectatiens of the English 
and American phillelieuisty, Let us 
see. 

In 1830 the population of independent 
Greece was 650,000, It is now 1,250,000, 


This is exclusive of the Ionian islands. 
| The revenue of Greece in-.1833 was 
In 1565 


7,050,000 drachmas, or £280,000, 
it was 21,(W5.004. This sum is derived 
from taxation, both direct and indirect, 
from the produce of the forests and rents 
of the national property. 


Agriculture has made encouraging 
progress. Of oil, for example, which 
was imported in 1550, the exports in 


good years amount to 5000 tons; 5000 
tons of figs are annually exported. In 
1830 this trade had hardly an existence. 
Gireece now raises an annual erop of 
40,000 tons of currants, although in 1830 
the total crop was only 6000 tons. She 
exports, also, tobaceo, cotton, woo!, 
light wines, green fruit, raw silk, licorice, 
sponges, hides, galls, raisins, goat aud 
sheep skins, Indian corn and other 
cereals, emery stone, honey, wax and 
madder. 

There has been some progress made in 
manufactures, also; steam flour mills, 
iron foundries, silk, cotton and woolen 
factories, have been started. 

COMMERCE, 

The mereantile marine of Greece 
numbers 5000 vessels. There are ship- 
yards at Poros, Galaxeda, Lyra, and else- 
where. Vessels are built of from six to 
seven hundred tons register; but the 
larger number are mere boats of from 
six to seven tons burthen. It is estimra- 
ted that 50,000 seamen are employed in 
(irecian vessels, and that their united 
tonnage is 150,000 tons. The foreign 
commerce of Greece is large, and has 
extended with great rapidity since her 
independence. Its trade with the Uni- 
ted States in 1551 employed nine hun- 
dred and twenty-four Greek vessels, 

GROWTH OF THE CITLES, 

The cities have grown with a steady 
increase. Athens, for instance, which in 
1830) had @ population of 7000 only, has 
now 50,000 inhabitants. Thengit was a 
congregution of modern hovels and mud 
huts. It has been enlarged: it boasis of 
stone, and marble buildings, is lighted 
with gas, hasJree schools, free hospitals, 
libraries, museunis, asylums, observato- 
jiies, colleges, and a university. There 

are 1500 students in Athens. They come 
| from all parts of the east to finish their 
studies in the classical city. Patras, at 
the gulf of Corinth, has 25,000 inhabi- 
tauts. Here one can see, side by side, 
Turkish and Cirecian civilization. The 
difference is as-great as between a north- 
'ernand southern viliage. Patras, which 
languished under the Turks, promises 
now to become one of the great cities of 
the Mediterranean. 

PROSPECTS, 

Greece has a free government, a free 
press, vote by ballot, and universal, or 
rather, manhood suffarge. Inevery vil- 
lage there is a free school; in many towis 
there are free colleges, and they are open 
on equal terms to all the citizens. The 
system of education is one of the most 
perfect. in Europe. An English writer, 
in a review of the progress of Cireece, 
sarcastically refers to the megative vir- 
tues of Grecian rule: ‘‘ In Greece there 
is no privileged or titled aristocrocy. 
There are no game laws, no rich livings, 
no overpaid persons and starved curates, 
no pocket parliamentary boroughs.’’ 

No wonder, then, that all the liberals 
in Europe. and America are partisans of 
Greece, and that the tories, wherever 
found, ate the advocates or apologists of 
the Turk. 

This progress Cireece has made. It 
might probably have been more. But 
as it has done infinitely more in a single 
geperation than the Turk has done since 
the time of the Hegira for a true civili- 
zation—as it has in many particulars 
guistripped England herself—this imper- 
fect record, surely, is enough to enlist all 
our sympathies with her and her sons 
wherever found, and especially when 
they are found in arms against the 
suitan. | 

Mr. Joseph Cartwright, in an appeal 
to the English people, has one pregnant 
paragraph, the limping grammar of 
which is to be pardoned for the sake of 
the idea it carries . 

“We ask,’’ he writes, “the press of 
this country to point to us one single 
element in the present Turkish empire 
that can denote its greatness or its pros- 
perity. What hasit ever done for hu- 
manity—for civilization’ Where are 
its authors? Where its monuments” 
Where its sehools? Its institutions” 
Nothing—positively nothing. One dis- 
mal blank, like the desert of Arabia, is 
all that will be left to posterity to mark 
where the Otoman once stood in Europe. 
Let any impartial person compare 
the present state of Turkey with the 
progress and education in independent 
Greece. Let him compare the wretched 
sensual materialism of (he Turk with 
the progress and civilization of Europe, 
and having done so, let him say whether 
the time has not at length arrived for 
the Turk to take up his tent and depart.’’

Lee will not accept the office of gov- 
ernor of Virginia. No one asks thata 
rman so illustrious end so enshrined in 
the affections of every man, woman and 
child in Virginia as Gen. Lee shall de- 
clare himself a candidate. In the name 
of the people of Virginia (before we no- 
tice the “claims” of others,) we ask 
will Robert Edmund Lee accept the 
erateful homage of the unanimous sup- 
port of Virginia, and by becoming our 
governor, recall the grand memories of 
the days of Henry and Jefferson ? 

There wasatime when his splendid 
genius had hurled army after army of 
federal invaders, woken, defeated aud 
demoralized, from the soil of his mother 
state, and when our success seemed as. 
sured, that rumor attributed to this great 
man the modest admission, “that he 
eraved no higher honor than to be the 
governor of Virgivia.”’
